THE MATERIAL GROWTH OF THE SOUTH. 

Aided by the returns of the census, so far as 
made, the New Orleans TZimes-Democrat 
prints a review of the progress of the South, 
which, while it demonstrates the absence of 
anything like a boom, still shows a remarka- 
ble advance during the decade in all material 
directions. Beginning with assessments, the 


there hag been a decrease in indebtedness, 
The total not iridebtednéss in 1890 is $170,314, - 
534, as compared with $204,035,529 in 1880. 


‘During the decade the railroad mileage has 


increased from 17,808 to about 40,000, and the 
cotton mills have grown from 142 to 230. The 
product of pig-iron is 1,780,909 tons, as com- 
pared with 950,496 in 1880. The sawmills and 
wood working establishments have turned out 
$108,378,000 of forest products, as against 
$46,979,062 ; and the total factory production is 
$722,645,500, as compared with $315,924,794 ten 
years ago. Agricultural prosperity has kept 
even “pace in the general advance. The 
Southern farmers this year have raised the 
largest cotton crop ever produced in that sec- 
tion, 7,281,206 bales, The general crops of the 
year will amount to about $940,642,500, a gain’ 
of 54 per cent over 1880. Summing up, the 
South during the year has produced mineral, 
manufactured,. and agricultural wealth 
amounting to $1,907,598,500, as compared with 
$1,089,366,654 in 1880, an improvement 4 76 
per cent.

Consumers would 
be slow to make the change from coal to gas 
in this sity if the latter would cost more than 
the other to begin with. A better inducement 
than any yet named would be required to at- 
tract any but the minimum amount of private 
consumption. f 
Probably, however, this is not counted on. 
Dame Rumor has it that the leading motive 
for piping the gas hither is a desire to use it 
for illuminating purposes, and it has been 
said that the required change in composition 
can be effected by merely spraying into the 
gas a little crude oil, That idea is a mistaken 
one. Thé “carbureting” of natural gas, 
‘which fits it for use as an illuminant, can only 
we done by raising the gas to a great heat. 
The best method of doing this thus far dis- 
covered is by passing it through a bed of live 
coals instead of employing the latter for the 
disintegration of steam as in making water- 
gas. Hence the only saving would be that 
possible by omitting to raise steam for the 
manufacture. But as the needed heat could be 
obtained from petroleum, which costs nothing 
except for piping in case both it and the gas are 
owned by the one (Standard) corporation, the 
aggregate gain would be enormous. Instead 
of the 65 cents per 1,000 which is now said to 
be the cost of manufacture, distribution, and 
collecting, incliutling interest on the actual 
value of the property, repairs, taxes, insur- 
ance, etc., the aggregate could perhaps be re- 
duced to less than 35 cents, thus practically 
doubling the present big profits of the gas 
combination. The possibility of such a thing 
should make our municipal authorities wary 
in granting privileges for such a cutting down 
of cost unless guaranteed that the public shall 
at least share in the advantage to be derived

DUTY ON COVERING CRITICISED. 
A Boston Newspaper Points Out a Better 
Plan. 


Boston Herald: Under the proposed Tariff 
bill the existing customs regulations will be so 
far amended as to include the costs of cover- 
ings and wrappings iu determining the value 
of imported goods for purposes of taxation. 
That is, the duty paid upon a hogshead of 
crockery will include not only the value of the 
crockery itself but the cask and the straw in 
which the goods are packed. Exception may 
be made to this method, and, indeed, it is in 
many ways an illogical one; but there is this 
to be said on the other side—that the rule 
soon to be changed was, as all 
rules will be taken advantage of by those who 
are shrewd enough to see methods of getting 
around them. It a merchant desired to un- 
port from Europe a number of fancy cases 
and boxes to be used here for a variety of dif- 
ferent purposes, this could be done at low 
cost because, without duty, if some article 
upon which duty had to be paid was put in the 
box the box 


But in the —— amendment to the law, 
by which a duty is to be charged upon these 
boxes and coverings, a decided instance of in- 
consistency has occurred. If boxes and cov- 
erings are to be dutiable, they should be 
dutiable as boxes and coverings, with no re- 
gard whatsoever to the commodities contained 
inthem. In seme of the South American 
States it is customary to assess customs dues 
by the weight of the imported article; that is, 
the duty is so many cents per pouhd. To 
determme this, the goods are weighed at the 
custom-house, ‘wooden cases and ali, and the 
importer pays the same duty on a 
heavy wooden case to cover a 
quanity of American dry goods that he pays 
upon the dry goods themselves. It has been 
our slowness in not adjusting our methods to 
these South American needs that has inter- 
fered greatly with our exports to those coun- 
tries, while German, French, and English 
merchants have gained over us by 2 
their goods in cases in which strength 
* 1 are happily combined.

tent. If a case of woolen goods is imported 
upon which the duty is more than 100 per cent, 
there is not the least reason why the importer 
should be compelled to pay a duty of 100 per 
cent on the value of the box in which 
the goods are packed, which may be precisely 
the same kind of box that would be used to 
bring to this country some other imported ar- 
ticle upon which the duty might be 20 per 
cent. Thus the duty on boxes, simply in con- 
sequence of what they contain, may vary from 
10 to 200 per cent ad valorem.

The Alabama Senator Denounces It as a 
Log-Rolling Scheme—Speaker Reed Ke- 
sumes His Duties in the House—Meas- 


ures Remaining to Be Disposed Of in the 
Senate—Lively Tilt Between Messrs.

Mr. Morgan opposed the report as a log- 
rolling scheme gotten up for the benefit of all 
the land-grant roads. He said that, while the 
first section professed to be a forfeiture, all 
the other sections related to separate railroads 
and exempted them from the operation of the 
forfeiture section or else secured to them cer- 
tain pecuniary advantages. It could scarcely 
be said that there was any land forfeited by 
the bill to the Government in consequence of 
the failure of the railroads to comply with the 
terms of the original grants. The most that 
could be said of it was that a few small rai'- 
roads that had not got friends enough in the 
two Houses to stand up for them and hold up 
their hands were to be crucified for.the sake 
of glossing over and varnishing the false pre- 
tense of a general forfeiture. 

After speaking for over four hours Mr. Mor- 
find said that he knew the questions which he 

ad been discussing were going to their orev 
in the passage of the bill, but that he h 
sired to give them a decent burial. He had 
wished to erect a headstone over the graves of 
the rights of the people on the line of the 
Northern Pacific, so that the historic record 
might be read. hereafter. He had wanted to 
remind the people of the United States 
of the vast robbery perpetrated by 
that company, and which was now sanc- 
tioned, wound up, and brought to a 
conclusion by the bill.
